Money Tree sale, lot 210. Described therein as “The Discovery Piece”; accordingly unrecorded in Davis. Surprisingly 
not in the 1994-1995 Bowers and Merena sales, and the only example we have ever encountered. According to the 1995 
Money Tree catalogue, “(t)hese pages were created for the Type Coin Program offered by First Coinvestors, Inc. (FCI). 
In theory, each month, the customer would receive one United States coin from this program. With the coin was one 
of these cards which gave accompanying numismatic text.” The effusive preface, presumably written by FCI principal 
Stanley Apfelbaum, notes that “(t)he professional who wrote the descriptions of all the types of United States coins in 
your album is Walter Breen... Walter Breen is one of the few individuals in the entire world about whom the word 
professional can be used without any reservations whatsoever. His reputation is so great that even other professionals 
consider it a privilege to be in his company for a few minutes.. .Whenever a rare coin expert doubted his own judg¬ 
ment about a rare coin.. .that was the time to turn to Walter Breen. Whatever he said would be accepted instantly by 
that expert...It was no small achievement for First Coinvestors, Inc. in getting Walter Breen to sign an exclusive 
lifetime contract to devote his knowledge and his talents in the rare coin field to the service of our clients.” The two 
page glossary js curious. While a number of useful everyday numismatic terms are included, why would a smattering 
of obscure heraldic terms such as langued, gules, or saltire be included in such a brief compilation, though their 
relevance to the coins discussed cannot be denied. The section on type coins, comprising 78 leaves (each devoted to a 
single type and 500-700 words in length), begins with “The Half Cents of 1793” and ends with “The Peace Dollar 1921- 
1935” The texts are vintage Breen, filled with important and interesting information. The album at hand, annotated 
by Breen, appears to be a prototype. Whether any further text was ever issued is unknown; almost certainly the work 
never reached the stage of full distribution to First Coinvestor clientele. How many other copies of this rather fasci¬ 
nating production were prepared (if any beyond another incomplete album offered in the same Money Tree sale, and 
a grouping of 21 loose sheets offered in an earlier sale), remains unclear. In the 1995 Money Tree catalogue, Ken Lowe 
noted that “as this was from Walter’s library, it must be the most complete set known.”

It is a treasure trove of data on the 
significant coin collectors and dealers of the period, surely containing a great deal of information available no¬ 
where else. Arranged in general alphabetical order, initial listings are followed by additions in each lettered section; 
later additions are often dated. Far more than a dry listing of names and addresses, the ledger records customers’ 
participation in major 1904-1906 sales (Barker, Woodin-Rust, Morris, McCabe, Lockwood-Treat, H. R Smith, 
Wetmore & Smith duplicates: “2 sent together”), those clients receiving the “Circular announcing dissolution of 
Partnership, August, 1906,” and those receiving the “Announcement of Henry Chapman, Jr. Sept. 4,1906.” Address 
changes are also noted where appropriate, as are deaths (often with the month and year), and notes on collectors no 
longer receiving catalogues (“not coll.,” - “probably blacklist,” - etc.). Occasionally, occupations are noted (J. C. 
Abbey-Junk dealer, etc.), as are collecting specialties. A short “List of Frauds” is appended, including Robt. Mercer, 
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Jr., followed by an ntrmivr four page lot of 'Foreign Dealer*.' A tut of eleven 'Persons wanting priced catalogue* 
of all tain* it recorded at the end. On the rear flvte.it are found the name* and addreiac* of Lucy R Chapman of 
Dublin, Ireland and File B Wright of Philadelphia. The ugnificance of this remarkable manuscript u difficult to 
overestimate As an outstanding example of Sumitmaitta Amrruana. it can scarcely be exceeded.

A perfectly serviceable example of this monumental catalogue. The sale was Henry Chapman’s first major solo 
production after the breakup of the partnership with brother Samuel Hudson the preceding year. While still graced 
by the magnificent photographic plates executed by his sibling, Henry catalogued the entire collection. He notes in 
the preface: “To prepare this catalogue has been a labor of love, as I am greatly interested in our pursuit and expect 
to devote my life to it.” True to his word, Henry Chapman conducted nearly fifty sales over the following quarter 
century, including famous collections such as Jenks, Earle, Zabriskie, Parsons, Bement and Jackman, among others. 
Many would argue, however, that he never sold a finer collection of American coins than the amazing Stickney 
holdings. Truly, it is a magnificent collection, featuring colonials, pioneer gold, patterns, Washingtonia and United 
States coins in all metals.

Nonetheless, it appears that 
ten leatherbound examples were actually issued; perhaps the author’s copy was gratis , or a copy was invoiced sepa¬ 
rately. Charles Davis reasonably opines that deluxe copies Nos. 1-3, were reserved for Clapp, Newcomb and Hines 
respectively; No. 4 was presented to James Macallister; No. 7 was sold in the March 23,1995 Bowers and Merena sale 
(where Davis made the foregoing observation); No. 8, H. A. Sternberg’s copy, was sold in the June 1,1990 Kolbe 
Adams sale; No. 9 is offered here; and No. 10 resides in the American Numismatic Society Library. This handsome 
production an.d Newcomb’s 1925 work before it set a new standard. Carefully written, painstakingly researched and 
wonderfully illustrated, they eclipsed all previous efforts. One of the founders and president of Aluminum Com¬ 
pany of America, Clapp’s motives in publishing this finely-produced work were clearly altruistic. In an April 16,1932 
letter (lot 192 in our 1993 ANA sale) to Michael Powills, he reveals the reasons he issued it. Written in response to 
Powills’ request for a “review” copy of the book, it reads in part: “Yours is the fourth request I have had for free copies 
of my book, three from reviewers and one from a dealer, and I really do not feel that I can comply. The books have 
cost me in actual cash outlay more than double what I am asking for them and I am putting in my own time, of many 
months, at nothing. It was a “labor of love”, but still I feel entitled to at least a return of part of the cash. There is no 
doubt but what I was foolish in putting out the book in such an expensive form, but I took a pride in my work and 
wanted it to be a credit to the subject, so hunted up the best printer that I could find and told him to do his best.”

Elder’s February 13,1929 letter to 
the firm discusses his commission: “If a 20% commission is charged I can afford to spread out the collection more. 
If 15% it will have to be put into fewer lots.. .1 got 25% commission full from the estate of H. C. Miller for the big 
catalog I gave you and 25% full from Prof. Titchener’s estate.” A February 15,1929 letter from Astor Audit encloses a 
$30.00 check and notes: “I received today, the Woodin papers, and shall keep them carefully for you... ” Two March 
1929 Astor letters further discuss sale details. A March 27,1929 letter from Elder details the commission to be paid 
William Austin of the Astor firm, 5.5 % if 20%, or 4% if 17.5 %. In a four page proposal to the executor, dated March 
28,1929, Elder requests a 20% commission, and notes that “(w)e distribute 1500 catalogues all over the country.” An 
April 1,1929 letter from the executor authorizes Elder to proceed at 20%. Included is further April 1929 correspon¬ 
dence from the executor, including a biography of Lawrence. In an August 2,1929 letter to the firm of the executor, 
the affair turns ugly. Elder writes that the executor was “polite, genial and entirely satisfactory. The terms also of 
20% commission were satisfactory to me did I not have to sign under protest an agreement with Mr. W. H. Austin 
to give him 5-'/ 2 % commission, or over 25% of my entire commission. As it stood at the end the Estate and Mr. 
Austin got about $42,000 or over and I, who had all the hard work, all the responsibility for the conduct of the sale, 
the making of the catalog, and the responsibility of the collection of the accounts got only $7,000 which in nowise 
represents a profit, as I paid all expenses connected therewith, amounting to several thousand dollars.” The firm’s 
August 8,1929 reply notes that “we do not see that the executor is in any way concerned with this phase of the 
matter.” That same day, Elder again complains, suggesting the executor’s firm shared in the 5.5 % commission. Four 
1929 and 1931 letters to Elder from Stanford University and their law firm follow, generally refusing to answer 
questions posed by Elder. Elder’s original carbon copies of his two page June 19,1931 letter to Leland Stanford 
University, annotated in ink and taped in a few places, laments that there “are aspects to this matter which are 
beyond my intelligence to fathom.” Lawrence was a member of “the first class to graduate at Leland Stanford 
University” and the university was the sole beneficiary under his will. Elder complains about a number of things 
and “warns the college to look out for its interests.” A September 5,1931 letter thanks Elder for “the interest you have 
taken in this matter and hopes that something really tangible will result from the sale of the Lawrence coins.” A 
September 10,1931 letter from Elder to the university again complains over the way he was treated, noting that “1 am 
not fishing for more money, but I am entirely interested in knowing how these people acted at this end.” The 
correspondence closes with a May 26,1933 letter from the university: “I deeply regret the necessity of having to 
report to you that Stanford did not receive any part of the proceeds from the sale of the coin collection on which 
you worked so diligently.”

Franklin was a founding father of the Library Com¬ 
pany, and a member of the committee which oversaw pub¬ 
lication of this catalogue; he was its publisher as well. Four 
hundred copies were printed. This volume presents not only 
the opportunity to obtain an original example of perhaps 
the earliest work published in America with significant 
numismatic content, but a coveted Franklin imprint as well 
— a tangible link to this towering colonial American printer, 
author, philanthropist, inventor, statesman, diplomat, and 
scientist. Pollard & Ehrman pages 256-257: “The eighteenth 
century did, however, produce a new type of institutional library.. .and it was an American invention.. .The new 
American contribution was the proprietary library owned by a company of citizens who agreed to co-operate in 
procuring their books rather than trying to assemble individual libraries of their own. These were entirely a private 
enterprise, and thus distinct from the public libraries of cities like Augsburg or even of provincial towns in 
England...Benjamin Franklin was the moving spirit in starting the earliest of these proprietary libraries, the Li- 
. brary Company of Philadelphia.”

'The progress of numismatic investiga¬ 
tion and record in the United States has of late been truly remarkable Not until 1*38. howevet, did a work appear 
devoted exclusively to .American corns. The 'Historical Account of American Coinage,' by John H. Hickcox. was 
published at Albany N Y.. in August last* — William S Frederick Masers un a paper read before the American 
Numismatic Society on November 19. t»3» and reprinted the following year in .Norton's Literary Letter). One of only 
200 copies issued Hickcox s decision to limit his work to such a diminutive number made good economic sense at 
the tune Numismatists ever since, however, have been deprived of the ready opportunity to read this interesting 
work, until several years ago when it was reissued by Bovvers and Slerena. The reprint cannot, however, begin to 
compare w ith the charm of the original, especially when encountered, as here, in such exceptional condition. Of his 
numismatic rnugnum op us. the author writes in (he preface: 'The design of this work is to give an account of the 
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legally authorized coinage of the United States of America during the periods of their colonial history and their 
existence as a united republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been attempted, nor is there any separate 
publication on either our colonial or early federal coinage. The materials have been collected by consulting early 
periodicals, congressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an extensive correspondence 
with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither 
legally issued, nor can they, with one or two exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s tokens, but were the inven¬ 
tions of individuals, sometimes proposed as specimens or patterns of coinage for the newly formed republic.. .The 
modern coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt 
and Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for 
Hickcox, his pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville Wilson Dickeson’s American 
Numismatical Manual. First issued in 1859 by a mainline publisher, it went through three editions in six years. 
Dickeson’s work was the first attempt to cover the entire range of American numismatics, a goal which he largely if 
imperfectly accomplished. Though smaller in size and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in historical detail and more 
elegant in style. It will forever remain one of the great landmarks in American numismatic literature.

The original correspondence present here centers on 
the 1942-1943 period. Excerpts follow. June 4,1942: “You ask where I get so many coins seeming to overlook the fact 
that I have been buying steadily for years and laying them away. There has never been any time when I would refuse 
to buy everything if it seemed to be a good buy. ..’’June 4,1942: a $419.50 invoice featuring eight Pine Tree shillings 
priced from $9.25 to $32.50, the latter “Crosby 5-B2. A splendid coin. Very rare and uncirculated.” Feb. 23,1943: a two 
page invoice featuring two Napoleon documents, an Abraham Lincoln commission signed in full at $42.50, and a 
group of nearly 70 large cents. July 6,1943: “Of course I am going to back up the 1875 $2.50 pieces as genuine. Why 
shouldn’t I when they are genuine?” July 19,1943: “Dr. Judd was here Saturday and bought a nice 17961/4 Eagle with 
stars for $400 and also several thousand dollars worth of patterns.” July 21,1943: “Mr. Pearl called me on the tele¬ 
phone.

Quite possibly a special hardbound edition (we have seen two or three copies bound as here), and very rare in any 
case. It is the first separately-issued work on American large cents and half cents. Rendered obsolete by later re¬ 
search, Maris’s work is remembered beyond its landmark status mostly for the colorful appellations he gave to the 
thirty-nine varieties of 1794 cents that he managed to identify. The names include The Coquette, Scarred Head, 
Venus Marina, Roman Plica, Double Chin, and Patagonian. Born in 1832, Maris graduated from medical school in 
1855. According to W. T. R. Marvin “He began his collection soon after engaging in practice, as many others have 
done, by the effort to complete a set of the U. S. Cents, and then of the national coinage.. .His first contribution to 
the literature of the science was his well-known work on the Cents of 1794, still regarded as a high authority.” 
Numismatic bibliophiles and copper enthusiasts hold this work in great esteem; given its ephemeral appearance, 
few of the 100 copies originally printed appear to have survived the ravages of time and uncaring earlier collectors.

revised to read “Coin Price Current.” The drop-title remains “Mason’s Coin Collectors’ Magazine” throughout. Ap¬ 
parently all issued. Mason’s phoenix-like series of periodicals spanned nearly a quarter century, comprising by his 
reckoning a total of fourteen volumes. These final two volumes rarely appear for sale. Though he lived another de¬ 
cade, his last coin auction sale was held in Boston in June 1890. The move to Philadelphia late in the same year 
apparently presaged his departure from commercial numismatics. In the final March 1891 issue of the magazine he 
advertises for a “Partner Wanted,” who would “take an indoor position in our store, near the U. S. Mint... the duties of 
outside coin collecting, in both hemispheres, and absence during the summer months of the present proprietor 
renders it necessary that an assistant (only as a full partner) is necessary.” The impression of an idle dilettante making 
grand tours of the Continent sadly appears to be at odds with reality. In Mason’s obituary appearing in the January, 
1902 issue of the American Journal of Numismatics, his colleague Lyman Low wrote in closing: “He was a man of 
energy and upright in all his dealings, and though the latter years of his life were not crowned with the success which 
human judgment thought he had deserved, he left a large circle of friends who will ever cherish his memory.”

In the latter 
variety, most of page 24 is devoted to a report of the prices realized at the April sale of the coins depicted on the two 
plates. One would assume that these are the first and second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is concerned, 
this may be the case. Of plated copies, the reverse is true. In the review found in the January 1884 issue of the 
American Journal of Numismatics, twenty-four pages is specifically mentioned. It is probable that the plated 23 page 
variety was issued around the turn of the century or somewhat later, whether with or without the imprimatur of 
Haseltine we do not know. The binding style, typescript additions, and the different fabric of the plates found in the 
23 page version, however, all suggest a later date.

Born three days before the beginning of a new century, Charles Ruby culminated fifty years in numismatics 
with the sale of his extensive coin collection in a series of three Southern California auction sales. Volume XX of the 
series offered here (dated on the spine: 1925-1975), comprises a bound set of the three 1974-1975 Superior auction 
sale catalogues which document his standing as one of the most active and acquisitive American coin collectors of 
the twentieth century. 

While his financial resources may not have approached those of Virgil Brand, the Garretts or the Norwebs, 
Ruby — like John J. Pittman not a man of great means — lived and breathed numismatics. Though both men 
appreciated numismatic rarities, Pittman’s numismatic scale favored quality, while Charlie Ruby’s was weighted on 
the side of quantity. As an example, he owned several dozen 1799 United States large cents, over a hundred ’93s. 

Born on December 28,1900 in Carthage, Indiana, Ruby retained lifelong ties to his home state, though from the 
mid-i920s on his main residence was located in Fullerton, California. He practiced law in Indiana in addition to his 
early educational activities, and was admitted to argue before the Supreme Court. In California, he was Professor of 
Law at Fullerton College from 1929 to 1966. In 1962 he was elected President of the California Teachers Association. 
Extremely active in various California numismatic organizations, he also served as a member of the American 
Numismatic Association Board of Governors from 1949 to 1951, and in 1968 was named to serve on the United 
States Assay Commission. In 1954 he received the A. N. A. Medal of Merit. A born collector, Ruby actively amassed 
stamps, Indian artifacts, rare autograph documents, rare works on California history, and other items. But his first 
love clearly was numismatics, as testified by the tremendous body of correspondence and papers carefully gathered 
here and bound with the evocative running spine title: fifty years along coin buy ways. In American Numismatic 
Biographies, Pete Smith notes it was said that Ruby “collected the Red Book in depth.” Clearly, he also collected and 
preserved with equal fervor the documentation of his numismatic activities. 

The first numismatic letter noticed is dated 1932. Thereafter he seemingly corresponded with every serious 
American coin dealer, and a great many many collectors, over the following decades. A roster of many of those who 
sent him letters or sold him coins follows: Charles Barkelew, B. A. Barstow, Robert Batchelder, George J. Bauer, V. L.

extracts and summaries of the correspondence, while longer than usual scarcely provide an adequate overview of 
the materials present here The invoice* present here, though also a rich mine of information, are not covered. 

Summarized first is a selection of A. S. A. correspondence mainly relating to the Katen affair: 

A number of 1949 letters are positive replies from numismatic notables to Ruby's solicitations for support in 
ho run for the A N K Board. -Also included are two very strong April 1949 letters from President Loyd Getty* on 
ANA letterheads, condemning a resolution from the Western Reserve Numismatic Chib of Cleveland. One, three 
pages in length, reads ui part: * to advocate the change or elimination of proxies is one thing, but to make vicious, 
unfounded unwarranted, and untrue attacks upon General Secretary Reagan is. to say the least, unfair and repte- 
herublc* In a September 1949 letter, i xttys notes that ‘Stack threatened to get an injunction against our conven¬ 
tion us Davenport if we didn't give him the auction.* 

A remarkable six page single spaced typewritten letter from Louis M. Reagan, signed 'Lew* and dated Decem¬ 
ber 1.1949 concerns the "Katen matter * It reads in part: 'l ie known Frank Katen for su or seven years, and until 
recently counted him among my friends and have done a good deal of business with turn. He now seems deter¬ 
mined to wreck the ANA or at least ,ause as much trouble for the present administration as possible. He will only 
wreck hunselt and may not have far to go in order to do so. He seems to have identified himself with a certain 
renegade element in the Association, headed apparently by Dr Wild and lay Pittman The thing may have its roots 
in a spirit of discontent in which Mr Blake is involved and its probable instigator ' A very long discussion of Blake s 
reasons and motives loliows ('His official connection with the ANA gave him contacts and few dealers have 
bought or sold as much material in the past :s years as did G H B. He made plenty of dough out of it. . .’). 
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Returning to Katen, Reagan writes: “Katen entered the coin business without much knowledge of coins or of 
business... He was on very friendly terms with Abe Kosoff at that time, and Abe helped him a lot. Abe was scrapping 
with Stack’s then, as he is now, and was glad to throw business some other way than towards Stack’s... .Abe had 
signed a contract with the Buffalo club for the convention auction. He seems to have pulled some wires and man¬ 
aged to get Katen a private contract (more than a year in advance) for the Boston auction. [The ANA officers didn’t 
know this at that time], Abe was going to back Katen, show him the ropes. A sort of silent partner. Then all hell 
broke loose. Before the convention had even been officially awarded to Boston, Katen announced that he had the 
auction. Joe Stack had a bull calf right in his front office. Raised holy hell.. .We doubted Katen’s ability to handle it 
(the auction).. .Then came the incident of the ACDA’s $1000, which their auditors discovered had evidently been 
‘borrowed’ by Katen for about 9 months, without authorization...It made quite a smell. Abe pulled out of the 
ACDA...The Executive Board...decided that Katen’s contract with Boston would have to be repudiated...Katen 
was there and he was called in. He insisted that he could handle the sale.. .The Board decided to give him a little 
more time to show what he could do...Katen shows little gratitude to the ANA for saving him from financial 
disaster before the Boston sale. In his ‘rag’ he tries to point with pride at his conduct of that sale. Actually, it was a 
mess...Serious and thorough investigation shows that Katen has no credit standing, and is evidently near bank¬ 
ruptcy. The ACDA is dead.” 

Reagan goes on to rebut in depth Katen’s charges of A. N. A. misconduct, insisting that “I am absolutely certain 
that the elections have been strictly honest,” though he concedes that he “has never been on an election committee.” 
He closes by noting: “A handful of people like Katen can’t do us much harm. They only hurt themselves. Better just 
ignore them unless they get out of hand to the extent that they need their teeth knocked down their throats. If he 
doesn’t get too personal, we will ignore him. If he goes too far, we will slap him down.. .and hard.” 

On December 5,1949, Loyd Gettys wrote in part that if “you knew the facts you would agree that I am correct 
as to what is going on back here.. .None of the things stated in Katen’s Koin Kapers are true.. .Katen will be taken 
care of when the time comes.. .1 feel very strongly about this matter, and I sure hate to see my good friend Charlie 
being mislead.” Another long letter from Reagan on December 10th agrees that Ruby “should have been informed 
about Katen” and proceeds to malign him further: “Until he began to publish his slanderous lies, there seemed little 
need to pay any attention to him. Now, we may have to slap him down.” A long discussion of why “(w)e had to take 
the Numismatist away from Stowell” follows. 

On December 28th, 1949, Reagan wrote a most informative nine page letter to Ruby explaining the complex 
inner workings of the Association’s “financial routines.” It defends cash outlays, among other things, and estab¬ 
lished beyond question the firm control over the association exerted at the time by Reagan (“I do not believe that 
the President should burden himself with an effort to supervise the detailed operations of my office. I am better 
able to judge what should be done and what should not be done.. .1 will not agree to have my status reduced to that 
Qf mere clerical capacity.”). 

Concerning the controversy, Abe Kosoff writes in an interesting January 9,1950 letter to Ruby that “I think you, 
I and the ANA will weather this storm and Katen will be just a memory. I feel sorry for the damned fool but he’s 
asking for it.” In an undated (1950) letter, Reagan observes of the upcoming election: “The picture is fairly bright, 
based on information at hand, but those KKK birds are smart, determined to win, and they have spent a lot of 
money on their campaign.” 

In a February 5th, 1950 letter, Reagan again touches on the Katen controversy and avers: “The Association 
cannot allow this kind of an attack without a strong, vigorous defense, without compromise. We have expelled a 
good many members for a lot less, and if we expect to maintain any standards of decency as a requirement for 
membership, Katen has surely shown himself to be unworthy of such membership.” In a February 17th, 1950 letter, 
Reagan further observes: “We are about ready to crack down on Katen for his slanderous lies and insinuations. He 
has done great harm to the Association and it can never be fully repaired. We can stop him only by terminating his 
membership. If what he has done does not justify expulsion then there will never again be grounds upon which the 
Association can suspend or expel any member.” 

On February 25th, he writes: “It is my opinion that Katen should be suspended immediately.. .before he can be 
nominated for an office in next election.” On June 22,1951, dealer James P. Randall of Coral Gables, Florida wrote 
that “(t)he official family is a problem to every member. The Katen affair could not have been bungled worse. I 
recall space used by a former president to plug the incumbent - space that is not available even at advertising rates 
to others. Some one hasn’t got a very good sense of equity, or lacks respect for the intelligence of the members. In 
' general the local collectors prefer a change.” On July 3rd, 1950 Col. Joseph Moss (worthy of mention in the “pot 
calling the kettle black” hall of fame) observes: “This has been a disgraceful campaign on the part of a bum loser 
Katen. You know his history in the ACDA. I do not mind losing to real Americans, but would certainly dislike being 
defeated by a character assassin in the person of Katen.” 

In a particularly bitter letter dated July 7,1950, Reagan is so upset about manoeuvering for various A. N. A. 
offices that he neglects to make any specific negative comments about Katen (“Shroyer.. .will not decline the KKK 
nominations.. .1 want that whole damned slate defeated.. .Davenport.. .had better stick to his crowns and let poli¬ 
tics alone... I don’t give a damn what they say. If it actually will help me [to win the election], I’m for it 100%.”). 
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Bound in following (tut letter n the scarce printed 'Rebuttal to Letter to A. N A Members Recently Mailed 
from Chicago. Ill' CX it. Reagan writes on hilv joth. "The campaign letter tent out by the Buffalo-Rochester group 
followed pretty much the Katen pattern. We answered this, as you know, in a rather mild and dignified fashion Then 
Katen came out with his blasts, and his letter seas particularly nas:. The vote cast so far has been surprisingly 
light about itoo I have no idea of how the votes are running unleu the proxies give a clue We have a landslide 
majority of the proxies ao far You have gained what votes were thrown vour wav by the rebels, and it would now 
be well to make vour position clear in writing ai Capt Dodson has done bv disclaiming any sympathy with 
the KKK's and a full support of the administ ration * 

A handwritten draft from Ruby to'Lew,' dated »i-jo. comments on the apparent refusal of'Prrs. Sheldon* to 
answer IX Wild i question* o.rKernmg printing bsds for TW Sumumaiur * this secrecy is aal a good policy — 

I think. Every one opposing us — with whom I talk feel likewise. I want no part of anything that smells of under¬ 
handed tactics, and there was none in the awarding of the printing contract Why not disclose the facts to the 
membership* As you know lew.

The hammer tails on Ruby tor not being a 'team player* as related in a September 14th. 1931 letter from Lewis 
Reagan 'Charles 1 j* sincerely sorry that you were not re-elected 1 to the A. N. A. Board I was not too much 
surprised at the elect* mi * The following year, lune 1.1934. Reagan writes: *1 enclose official notice of your nomi¬ 
nation I or the Board of Governors by the New Haven Numismatic Society Let me urge vou most sincerely, not only 
to decline this nomination but to authorize its withdrawal, so that it will not appear on the official report. Its 
acceptance, or even the inclusion of it on the report, would in my opinion, dcstrov any future chance of election to 
any office in the ANA.* 

Extracts arul summaries on a variety of topics, including a good deal more on Katen, follow: 

In a April 10th. 1947 B. Max Mehl discusses 'choice gold pieces in my Geiss Sale.* noting that the "Sale was very 
successful and realized considerably more than Mr Geiss expected. I had a very nice letter from him to that 
effect Getting back to the gold corns. I am not surprised that the market is a little off. because you know that 
everything that goes up must come down.. While 1 have never advocated anyone buying coins for investment 
purposes, but in my long years of experience I have [never! known of a collector who purchased coins iudkiouslv 
to take a loss on his holdings * 
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A. W. Faxon writes on behalf of Wayte Raymond in a December 29,1947 letter concerning a 1794 dollar that 
Charles Ruby purchased for $450: “we do not consider it anything but a good investment.. .Mr. Raymond says that 
he has only seen 5 or 6 which might be better than this one. He doubts if there are 100 such coins in all conditions 
and more than likely 50 would be a nearer figure.” 

In a May 21,1949 letter, John J. Ford, Jr. writes: “While a dealer in U. S. coins, I also collect. At present, I am very 
interested in Trial Pieces and Patterns of Pioneer and Territorial Gold Coins.” 

On October 15th, 1949, M. R. Zartman writes a postscript to his letter on various numismatic topics: “In confi¬ 
dence- Seitz and I secured all of the coins, medals and tokens, books etc. from the Thomas Elder estate...” 

A two page form letter from Charles W. Foster, signed in ink and addressed to “A. N. A. life members, with 
copies to the BOARD OF GOVERNORS,” addresses the current “arguments, disagreements and controversial is¬ 
sues” facing the association, and proposes reforms, including “freedom of the press,” to insure open communica¬ 
tion on “both sides of every issue,” and “election machinery” that is “consistent with the principles of democ¬ 
racy....” 

An original copy of a 1/10/50 Western Union Telegram from R. S. Yeoman to Col. Joseph Moss begins: “Re yours 
January 6 recommend our committee make report immediately and go on record as favoring McCormick-Armstrong 
as printer of the Numismatist...” 

A two page “Memorandum” to the A. N. A. Executive Board, dated January 23,1950 and signed by President 
Sheldon, features “quotations from several publishing houses to print the Numismatist.” Fourteen publishers are 
listed, with the J. W. Stowell Printing Co. being the lowest @ $2200.00, followed by Thorner-Sidney Co. @ $2390.00, 
then McCormick-Armstrong Co. @ $2465.00. 

In a February 4,1950 letter, Abe Kosoff comments on statements he made concerning the 1804 dollar at a local 
coin club, noting the lack of official records, that “originals” were “not struck in 1804 but more likely in 1840,” and 
that restrikes were “minted much later - some say in the 1860’s, some say as late as the 1870’s - many say it was struck 
in England.” 

In a February 10th, 1950 letter, to “President Vernon,” Ruby observes: “Re. Numismatist: Believe the bid submit¬ 
ted by the present printers is somewhat confusing if their bid was for less than 10,000 copies. I shall withhold by 
vote until the matter is cleared up.” 

The A. N. A. President’s March 1950 Report states: “Frank J. Katen has been expelled from A. N. A. membership 
as of April 8,1950. The permanent records concerning these charges will be retained in this office and later sent for 
permanent filing with the General Secretary.” 

A 3/3/50 note from C. H. Ryan reads: “Enclosed is President Sheldon’s File. Read it and pass it on to Doctor 
Judd.” 

A carbon copy of Sheldon’s March 4,1950 letter to Katen informs him of the “mandatory though unwelcome 
duty of this office to process charges preferred by a member or members against” Katen, and advises him of “the 
right to enter a written defense,” due “on or before March 21,1950.” An unsigned carbon copy of the charges made 
against Katen follows; also “Exhibit A,” a statement from John W. Stowell, Jr. disavowing Katen’s claim that his firm 
“can and will print the magazine for Half The Cost or less”; and Exhibit B, dated October n, 1949, comprising a long 
letter from the “Business Manager,” declining to accept an advertisement from Katen, and'touching on the Stowell 
matter. 

In a March 24th, 1950 letter to Ruby, Frank Katen writes: “During my absence in Europe, my office received a 
letter from M. Vernon Sheldon preferring charges against me by an unnamed A. N. A. member or members. He 
stated that this action was taken with the approval of the Board of Governors. Will you please advise me whether or 
not you knew of this action and whether or not it met with your approval.” 

A large body of correspondence concerning the expulsion of Frank J. Katen follows, comprising well over two 
dozen letters and other documents (many carbon copies on official A. N. A. stationery, others signed originals). 
Included are: a March 30,1950 letter from Katen to Ruby thanking him for “a very prompt reply... ”; a two page 
March 31,1950 letter signed by M. Vernon Sheldon, informing the Board that a “formal complaint has been filed 
against Frank J. Katen,” and naming the complainants, namely Albert Block, Harry X Boosel, Mrs. D. Dee DeNise, 
Loyd B. Gettys, Howard C. Glickert, Clifford Lindall, and Jack W. Ogilvie; a March 30,1950 notice to the A. N. A. 
from T. Holmes Bracuen, Attorney at Law, requesting an extension to answer the charges, filed on behalf of Frank 
Katen’s statements from election committee officials denying Katen’s claims of impropriety; a letter from Boosel 
filing his complaint; letters voting for Katen’s expulsion from Joseph Moss, C. H. Ryan and J. H. Judd; a carbon copy 
signed in ink by Lewis M. Reagan of an April 11,1950 letter to Frank J. Katen, reading: “Upon due examination of the 
charges filed against you by members of this Association, the Executive Board of the American Numismatic Asso¬ 
ciation has voted your expulsion from membership in the American Numismatic Association as of April 8,1950”; 
an original April 11,1950 letter from Reagan to Ruby, reading in part: “The real case against Katen was that he made 
and published statements, his own or from others, that directly or indirectly reflected upon the integrity of present 
or former officers of the Association... some of them known to Katen to be untrue or unfounded at the time they 
were made. The whole campaign seems to have been one of spite, resulting from his disappointment in failure to be

Abner krrisberg notes in a March 30th. 19*4 Numismatic Gallery letter: 'Abe lust got back from his trip to

On April ijlh, 19S4. Howard Gibbs writes on behalf of Ham Schulman: 'Ham is still in Cairo and we have no 
idea when he will be back. In any event he DID NOT buy any of the US half or early cents' 

An April 6th. 1954 letter from Charles W. Foster concerns an '1801 rev 1800 Half cent* purchased by Ruby, 
which Foster had bought from a 'picker" at a New York convention. He notes that 'the New Yawk chiselers' had 
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been “trying to get it at the cut rate” and that “(e)ven Breen wanted it and of course, not having any money couldn’t 
buy it.” 

F. D. Washburn of Copley Coin Co. writes on June 16th, 1955: “We recently picked up a famous large cent 
collection... The coins are from the Mathewson collection... accumulated over a period of seventy years... In con¬ 
dition it is without a doubt the finest collection of large cents we have ever seen, and possibly the finest ever 
assembled.” 

On October 6th, 1958, Harry Lessin advises Ruby: “I do not recommend selling of your collection. For dupli¬ 
cates there is a different story. Perhaps your children or grandchildren may become interested in numismatics and 
in time would succeed to portions of it. But, then, your needs for yourself or family must decide that. 1 am as much 
against selling a collection as one’s home or his furniture or other relics. They are simply part and parcel of the 
individual, and, his entire make-up. When treasures are sold they are replaced by funds. Now, what can one do with 
money except spend it? And if it isn’t to be spent, what pleasure can it give? Now, Charles, these are the questions 
you must determine before you sell, but I tell you that if there is no impelling reason you will find yourself a very 
lonely person in that a part of your life will have been chopped away.” 

C. Douglas Smith notes in a July 8th, 1958 letter: “The Latest on Penny Whimsy is that it will be out in August. 
However, don’t bet on it. As far as the half-cent book, Walter would be your best informant -1 don’t know anything 
about it, but it has always seemed extremely nebulous.” 

John Pittman requests that Ruby bid on his behalf at the 1959 N. A. S. C. auction in a February 3rd, 1959 letter, 
and adds: “Incidentally, I am planning on taking another crack at the ANA Board of Governors and am looking 
forward to your support again with both nominations and votes.” 

On November 7,1959, a young Q. David Bowers writes that “(w)e would be very interested in the purchase of 
your collection and would welcome further particulars should you decide to sell it.” 

A letter from the Executive Director of the Foundation for the Gifted Child, Inc., dated May 13th, 1959 begins: 
“Walter Breen has told me of your warm and friendly interest in the fortunes of our newly-chartered founda¬ 
tion...” 

A flyer from R. H. Burnie announces “the publication of a new and long awaited book: Small California and 
Territorial Gold- Quarter Dollars, Half Dollars, Dollars.” 

On February 25,1975, Walter Breen writes as Vice President of Pine Tree Auction Company: “Alas for spare 
catalogues of the EAC sale: they are all gone.. .Accordingly, I would recommend that you try to reserve one of the 
super-special deluxe catalogues with the photographic contact prints for plates.. .There will be exactly 200 of these 
printed and I will autograph each one.” 

Executive Board Minutes for two 1948 and one 1949 A. N. A. meeting are included, as are annual budget esti¬ 
mates and other A. N. A. Board documents during the period when Ruby served as a Governor. 

Also present are a number of obscure fixed price lists and auction sale lists and catalogues, including the 
following, all of which are unlisted in Gengerke: May 8,1946 & December 8,1948 B. A. Barstow mail auction sales; 
Mervyn H. Reynolds’ December 6,1946 “My first attempt at a mail auction” mimeographed sheet; A. C. Craycroft’s 
July 15,1947 auction catalogue of “My Personal Collection”; Paul W. Gerhardt’s (March 25,1947) mail auction; 
Lowell B. Chastain’s April 22,1949 sale; H. W. Anderson’s January 29,1949 8th Mail Auction Sale; H. C. Glickert’s 
(June 10,1950) 10 lot sale (“I am sending out only 10 copies of this to Freak Collectors...”). 

Additionally, a number of invoices to Ruby present here appear to confirm a number of additional coin auc¬ 
tion sales not recorded by Gengerke. Various numismatic association membership cards are also present. A large 
size (6 x 9.25 inches) undated postcard from the “Committee of Eighty” (the first we’ve seen), is addressed to 
Charles Ruby, is headed “Let’s Clean House!” and proposes a slate of officers for the 1950 A. N. A. election, including 
Ruby. Autographed convention programs, etc. are present as well as are several letters from United States Senator 
Thomas H. Kuchel. And on it goes.

With original pUtes. the Marts sale is one of the rarest and most desirable American auction catalogues ever issued.

The details surrounding the 
event are fascinating and often bizarre, recounted in part by Abe Kosoff in a series of Coin World articles, later 
reprinted in a single volume as Abe Kosoff Remembers. Dominated by Kosoff, Hans Schulman and a handful of 
other East Coast coin dealers, only a few collectors attended the sale, John J. Pittman notably among them. Cata¬ 
logued by the London firm of Baldwin’s, great rarities from the Woodin, Earle, Colonel Green and other great 
American collections were often placed in group lots, i.e. a 1913 Liberty Head nickel and pattern United States gold 
coins. The onerous financial requirements imposed by the Egyptian Government and reported dealer collusion 
appears to have stifled widespread competition. Important in many numismatic areas, Sotheby’s termed the collec¬ 
tion “the most complete one of modern coins ever formed.” It contained “8,500 coins and medals in gold, and 160 
in platinum,” including ancient Roman gold bars, various European gold rarities, Brazilian gold bars, Russian 
twelve and six rouble coins in platinum, etc. The superb coins and the singular circumstances surrounding the sale 
have combined to make it one of the most famous numismatic auctions of all time.
